Wa.siiinoton, May 4.-- .Secretary \'ila.s 
to-day sent to Coiigre.s.s a report from the 
governor of Alaska, giving tho result of 
his in(iiiines into tho operation of the 
Alaska Seal and Fur Co., "Alaska Com- 
mercial Co." Governor Swlnofonl shows 
that the fur trade is piiictically monopo- 
lized by the Alaska Commercial conipain, 
which corjioration, he Huy.s, has not co^ 
liiioil Its oporatioiLs to tho seal i.slaiuls 
loasud to it by the goveiimieiil, liiil, Ims 
gathered to itself about nil iliere 
is valuable in the fur tnuU' 
in the whole country, lie desirihes 
how natives, on pain of starvation, lue 
kept at the mercy of the compaiiy 
and bow paid agoiit.s and lobyist.s of the 
coqioratinn arc kept at tho niitiomil c.!]!- 
ital to opijoso any and evety eliorl, wlu;li 
may bo made to iircuuote the welfare of 
Alaska, and says there ha.s been llagi ant 
violation of law and e.tocutive orders in 
regard to the importation and sale of 
breech-loading liro-anns. Tho govorn- 
meiit, Governor Swiiieford adds, is re- 
sponsible fur tho wrongs which nre Ijoiiig 
suffered by tho inoU'eiisi^-e natives anil the 
people of tho Aleutian islaniLs, and tin: 
whole of Nortbwostoiii Alaska, and if it 
cunnot legally bo rescinded the le.tse to 
and tlie contract with the company ought 
not to be ronowod. The opir.ion of thu 
governor u that it would he bettor th:it 
every fur seal were oxteniiiiiiited than 
such .-i blighting monopoly slionhl be per- 
petuated. Soerotary l''aiichild has in- 
foriiiod the lluuse that a lease of right to 
take fur souls in Alaska for a term of 
twenty years, from May 1st, 1890, was 
in.ide on .-Vngust 31, 1870, to tho Alaska 
(>)iiiniercial Company, u corporation nn- 
iler the State of California, and that the 
records, so far as he is ad vised, don't show 
liny violation of tho terms and conditions 
of tho leiiao.

CAUGHT IN THE ACT. 

A Keal Estate Broker Bargains to Murder Hie 
Httlt-8lBt«r-Arrald She Would Marry 
and Squander the Uoney 
Left Thcin.

Boston, May 4. — Luke W. Holman, 
real estate broker, was arrested last even- 
ing on a charge of conspiracy to murder 
his half-sister, Miss E. P. lloliiian, who 
reaide.s in Worcester. Thy police wore 
recently informed by a man that IJolmiiii 
had bargained with him to kill a liidy. In 
purauance of a plan laid to entfip Hol- 
man, Inspector Collins, disguised as a ruf- 
fian, met Holinan by agreement at the 
Boston Common, on the evening of May 
1st. Holman ort'ored Collins .SI, 000 to 
iiuirdor Misa llolinati. lie gave 
him a photograph of the key to hor 
room and tho plan of it. He 
told him on which side of the bed she 
lay as she had a room male, and suggested 
that an eaa^ way to kill her would be to 
run a darnmg needle into her heart. Re 
suggested thritthioo gold watches, which 
would be found in the room, should be 
stolon in order that tho robbery might, bo 
ascribed as a motive for the deed. Collins 
agreed and arranged for another meeting 
last evening. At tho time apiiointed In- 
spectors Collins and Houghton, both di.s- 
gnisod, mot Holman, who repeated I he 
details of liia plan. Tlie murder was to be 
couiniitted this nioriiiiig and the money to 
bo paid on the fifteenth instant at .Spring- 
lield. When the bargain had been fully 
concluded tho officers arrested Holman. 
Ho had a heavy slungbhot and a loaded 
pistol in his pocket, Holman'a father 
died last Sopteinbur, leaving proiierty 
worth 825,000, §7,000 of which tho son 
was to have the uao of, and Miss Hol- 
man was appointed executrix. Hidman 
says ho feared his sister would marry a 
gontloman who was courting her and that 
tho two would squauder it. >

said: "I regret exceedingly tho turn this 
iliscussiou lias taken, and feel iu a meaa- 
iire personally reaponaible for it, be- 
cause had 1 risen at an earlier jieriod of 
tho debate to sjioftk, I think 1 would, as 1 
have on my desk uiateri ds for a six-liniir 
speech, have choked off all iliseiisaioiia of 
this nature. I waa afraid to siieiik at an 
earlier date, one reason being that 1 
did not really feel equal to the task which 
I had for myself undertaken, and second- 
ly, because I thought it was more esaeii- 
tially necessary, aud more calculated to 
bo productive of good to my constituents, 
and to the whole of those iiitoreated in 
the seal tisliories of BriliHh Ooliiinliia, 
that a discusaioii should arise of a legiti- 
mate nature in this house, which would 
be beneficial to them, and would serve as 
a guide for the future as to what woidd 
be likely to be done in regard to this in-' 
dnatry. 1 do not think tliere is anyone 
who occupies a position on the floor of 
this liouao who can sjioak more feelingly 
on this subject than I can, for the reason 
that 1 mil liiiaiiciiilly interested in the uiiil- 
ler. J was very anxious to lie-.ir whiit other 
meiiibers''might Sfiy on this subject, aiul 
to listen to the opinions of hun. members 
on both sides of the house. It is of vital 
importance, not only to tho province of 
British Columbia from which 1 come, but 
to Canada as a whole, and 1 do not think 
that the discussion should partake of the 
nature of ptirty politics at all. 1 am 
sorry to say that very frequently mutters 
which come before this house, which 
should have the freest iibasible discussion, 
in regard to which tho opinions of 
everyone in this house who carea 
to speak upon them should bo 
listened to, are diacusaod from the point; 
of party politics rather thtm fi"om a point 
which is relevant to the matters under 
discussion.

So hon. members will notice tliat the 

nearest point to any L'uited States terri- 
tory at which any of those vessels were 
seized waa fifteen miles, and some 
of them were seized at a distance of about 
140 miles. No doubt, it will be of some 
interest to the house to know what crews 
manned these vessels, to learn sdmetfaing 
in regard to their outfit, the amount which 
they are paid, and also aomotliing in re- 
gard to the season's catch. The crow us- 
ually consists of a master, mate, cook, 
steward, and four men to navigate the 
vessel. Each vessel carries from six to 
eight boats, each boat haa ono huntor and 
two pullers; each hunter gets $1.S0 per 
skin, each boat puller 60 cents per skin; 
HO that the numljor on board a vessel 
would vary from twenty-two to thirty 
men. Where indiiina are employed tho 
iiiimbor will exceed these figures by about 
00 per cent. Each akin therufore costs 
$2.50 for the hunter and his crew. To 
this nmsfc^bo 'MtdM^vto 
wages of masteilahd crew, and interest on 
capital invested.,,, .(ThiB;mi»ater is usually 
on what ia known ■as B- "lay-out" which 
conibinea wages, which range from SoO to 
?(i5 tt'month, with practically ii commis- 
sion on tho catch, amounting to about 25 
or 30 cents a skin. Ono case will fairly 
illustrate the many: Hans Guttorenaen, 
master of the Thornton, loft Victoria har- 
bor on tho loth February, iqxmwhatis 
known as a soa.ing and fishing voyage imd 
cleared ivt the custom house for the Beli- 
ring'a Sea, [nit into Clayoquot Sound 
on 25th May, thence west of 
Vancouver Island to Bohring's Sou, 
entering said sea about the 6th of June. 
Tho vessel which ho commanded was ' 
fioizud on the Ist August, and in addition 
to the forfeiture of his skins, bo waa fined 
tho sum of $500 and imin-isonod thirty 
days. Ho was, in addition to that, robbed 
of his sextant — for 1 can usu no niildor 
term— valued at ?50, and a clironoiuotor 
worth $125. Hia instruments were his 
poraonal property, and in addition to the 
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THE MECHANICS' LIEN BILL. 

Mr. J. M. Duvttl has written two Ion; 
letters for the purpose of misleading tlio 
workingnian as to tho action of tlio gov- 
ermiiunt on tho Mechanics' Lien bill. It 
was stated by several nionibors in the 
House that they vfould support the bill if 
certain ainendmenta would be accepted, 
necessary to put the bill into proper shape, 
but Mr. Bole's watehword was "the bill, 
the whole bUlj and nothing but the bill." 
Mr. Duval proposed at the outset to show 
the advimtagos of his bill, and tho defects 
of tliii one passed, but in his two lonj; 
letlcra ho hus carefully avoided doinL; so. 
Mr. Duval's adherence to his bill shows 
that he is incapable of coniprelientling a 
legal ducuniont. He slaiidins tiie Oregon 
and Cftliforniu bars by uUegint; that tho 
leudetB of those bars framed and ap 
proved his bill. We cannot agree with 
Mr. Duval in his assertion that his bill 
"will hold water in spite of the astutonoss 
of lawyers or the partiality or crankiness 
of judges," and could be enforced without 
tho intervention of lawyers. AVo will 
point out a few of its absurdities which we 
tliink aro sufticient reasons for its defeat. 
Owing to tho rule of law that the e.xprcaa 
mention of certain things implies tho exclu 
sion of all others, Section 3 of Mr. Duval's 
act gives a lien on certjiin things f)nly 
viz.: A building, wliarf, bridge, ditch, 
Hume, tunnel, fence, machinery, or 
aqueduct, but nothing else. Had 
this act passed the workingmen 
would have had 110 lieii for railways, ( ex 
cept tunnels and possibly for laying the 
tics and rails), sinking mines or artesian 
woUs, Bowel's, streets, retaining walls, 
clearing land, filters, dams, reservoirs 
and many other things. The words "or 
any other structure or nuporstructure' 
aro not general words. A '•'structure" is 
a largo building or odilico, and a "super 
Btnicture" is an edilice or erection built 
on or over soniothing else, and it would 
be synonynioua to say "or any other 
large building or building on a founda- 
tion." The act. tbat passed provides a 
lien for the price, of every, kind of work 
or improvement. Seetious 4 and 5 of 
Mr. Duval's act are useless, and display a 
tobil isfiiorance of w:dl known principles 
of tho cimiirion law of the country. The 
lion could not in any case attach t(j any 
land, except tho interest of the "oivner; 
then, why do so foolish a thiiii;, as have 
long clnusoa in auction 4 carefully pnn'id 
iny that it .shall not attach to some other 
j)oiaon'8 interest, which are followed by a 
clause providing that "whore the holder 
of a leasehold interest has forfeiUcl his 
right thereto" (by nonpayment of rent 
or otherwise) "the unexpired portion of 
the term" (which no longer exists) may 
be sold. The first clause of section 4 
renders the quantity of land affected by 
tho lien uncertain, until the case coiuoabe- 
fiiiu the Judge, so tliat if a pcraoii, having 
four or five conti^'iioua lota, should build 
on one, the lien in tho nioantiiuo over- 
shadows thorn all. The lien would have 
been prior tw any siibsriiueyU lien by mort- 
gage, without saying ho in Section 5. 
"First in time best in right," is the rule 
with regard to liens. How difTerent is tho 
ai t that piussed, which made the lions 
sui>erior to & prior mortgage to the extent 
o£ the inorease in value by, .virtvie of the 
improvements. The filing of a lien under 
Huction 7 is not made a condition prece- 
dent for the continuation of the lien, and, 
had that act passed, liens could have 
been lilud at any time within, say 
nix years, the usual statute of liiiiitatioiiH; 
and as Section 14 inakos the owner liable 
for all lions as to payments made before 
;iO days after the work is finished, without 
providing a rule for his ascertaining who 
had worked on the building or supplied 
materials, the owner, or any purchaser 
or mortgagee would be open to attack by 
lien holders for an indefinite time, and 
the result would have been either to re- 
quire every man to release all claims to 
lion before going on tho work, or 
olso the owner would have lioen 
obliged to keo]) back all the money 
until dnyH after thu work is coini)lelud. 
Ho tliat the men who built tho foundation 
would liavo lieoii kept out of their money 
until liO days after the paintois had 
•inished, but under the bill that passed they 
may get tlioir nionoy every Saturday night 
or every niglit. Section 7 also reipiiron the 
claim for lion to be "verified by oath, " so 
that at the very outset tho laborer would 
))ave been' obliged to employ a lawyer to 



draw an affidavit, a dticuniont requiring 
greater i)articularity I'lilm poi'liajjs any 
instrument known to tho law. Tho act 
that passed provides a ivna of affidavit. 
Another I serious blunder in section 7 is 
the use of wbi<d8 which vrould require all 
lions in WestmiustQr district (including 
Vaiicmfeer) to be registered with Mr. 
Warwick, the_(iovorniiieiit agent, instead 
of at tho Land Registry office. Mr. 
Warwick only keeps a record of tho 
original grantee from the Crown, and, in 
nearly every case where he would have 
been askod to lile a lieu, he wmdd have 
had neither a description of the huid, 
or name of the owner, on record 
in his office. Thou how could he have 
registered lions for Mr. Duval's Vancou- 
ver friends? Section 10 saj's that "suits 
to enforce the liens created by this act 
shall, when the aiimiint.i of tho claims in 
respect thereof" (are) "within tho juris- 
diction of the county court," bo brought 
in that court; i.e., where tho several 
amounts do not exceed, or t he aiiioiml- of 
no Olio claim exceeds the county cnurt 
jurisdiction. If the .s had lic'en left oil' the 
word aiiwiint, the clause woidd have con- 
lined cases to the county cnurt whore the 
aiuomit of all tho claims was less than $2,- 
500; but tho efl'ect of the s gives thu county 
court e.fdmlve. jurlHiliution in respect of 
all works where no <ino lien holder hap- 
pens to have a claim greater than S^.oOO, 
and as it will seldmii occur that any one 
person will have ii greater claim than 
.^2,500, the section iiriicl ieall y coulines all 
cases to the county court. Now, su|)pose 
there are six lien Imldois of .SoDO eaeli, 
they /;ii(.s/ go into the county court, and 
yet the county court has no jurisdiction 
beyond S2,500. Result — a Hat contradic- 
tion, and tho act could not 
have been put into practical use. 
15j' section thirteen, tho workmen under 
one sub-contract would share e(pially iii 
tho moneys due to other sub-contracts, 
For instance, had Mr. Duval's bill passed 
the inon left unjiaid by tlie <hjfaultiiig sub 
Colli ractor Wraight could have now shared 
t,he iiiuniiy L;oiii,_; tu thu phisiururs on thu 
court house in eiisc the cmitractiu' should 
iiiako ilefault. What could bu more un- 
just to the w orking man than this Every 
man's claim should be limited to the 
amount due to the person who employs 
hini. Wo may devote a little more space 
to this bill which was too good to be 
amended, and we tliink by tlio time we 
finish, Mr. Duval will be enquiring of tho 
loader of the Oregon bar >vhat he meant 
anyhow ? 

EVER BLUNDERING, 

it would be amusing were it not a waste 
of very valuable time and space, to follow 
tho Tiiiii:-; through tho ritliculoiis "edi- 
torials" witli which fnjiii time to time it 
regales its rculers. It objects to our stj'l 
ing St. .lohu, X. li., the chief scat of tht 
lishing industry in Canada, and then 
makes some of the most absurd assertions 
possible to prove that it is not, slnMving an 
ignorance of the whole subject that is 
really pitiable. Wo venture to predict 
that the writer of the article in last even- 
ing's issue never set foot in tho Maritime 
Provinces in his life, and we aro quilo 
sure that he has not even taken tlie 
troul^le to cast his liyc o\ er the map in 
ilisoiissing a (piustion wliicli leipiirea a 
knowledge of the '^udL'rai.'liy of the 
country. Wo are told in the coolest maii- 
nor iinagiuable that when "TllK Coi.oni.st 
attempts to support its arguments by re- 
ferring to thu marine wealth of the i>ay 
Chaleur and Miramicki Bay, it forgets to 
remind its readers that these fishing 
grounds are well nigh a thousand miles 
from St. John by water and that 
tho lisliories of Nova Scotia and 
Prince Edward Island are thoro- 
foru of infinitely greater value to 
her than those of lior own province." 
It makes very little diitoreiice in the dis- 
cussion of this (piestiun that our conteiii- 
porary i.j "out" ju.st about 250 miles, that 
is one of liis little "glitteriii;^' generalities" 
which can only lie e.veused on tlie ground 
that they have buciuiio aucoiid habit. 
Our contemporary ipiotes figures which 
prove nothing as to the question, and we 
propuso OS briefly as possible to show that 
he has attempted to grapple with a sub- 
ject of which he knows absolutely nothing, 
St. .Tohn is the groat enlreiml of trade and 
coiiiiuorce of the provinces, here nearly all 
tho supplies are piireha.seil and are sent by 
rail to the Nortli .Shoru, a tciii hours' jour- 
uoyovur the Interuulonial railway' to (J;u]ip- 
buUtnii, tho furthest point in jS'ortherii New 
Hniiiswiek from wliicli they gci to the lish- 
ing grounds, and intermediate points. St. 
John's groat warehouses are levied on for 
these. But not only this, to Shediao, on 
the Northumberland Straits, which has 
direct communication with St. Joim by 
rail, all supplies go from tho commercial 
metropolis and are bought by our own 
and the American fishermen , in those 
waters. And if this were not onongli to 
(irovi) St. .John's supremacy it might be 
mentioned tliat her elo.'io contiguity on 
tho Uay of l''inidy to llu! iii>rthwe.st 
coast of Nova Scotia, ;uid her HU|)erior fa- 
cilities for the tiviiisport of freight naturally 
render her the base of siipplies. The.'ie 
atatomouts, which cannot bo liontradicted, 
wouhl alone bear out our contention. Hut 
from another point of view our contem- 
porary's assertions will be found to be mere 
words. He. probably is quite unaware of 
tho vast amount of fish in transit to tho 
United Statcis which passes through St. 
folin, scattoring money as it goes. In tho 
north the Hay Chaleur coast sends its 
;iitch over branch roads sucli as the 
Garar|uet, and the Chatham branch, and 
tho Kent Northern to the l.C. R. and 
thonco tlirough St. Jolm, while at Slie- 
liao a portion of thu fish food of 
tho people of Boston, Now Y<prk and the 
eastern American cities is taken on board 
the cars and goes over tho Intercolonial 
railway, tho Now Brunswick railway and 
tho Maine Central, into the United State'j 
markets. Here are the reasons why wo 
have termed the commercial metropolis of 
Now Brunswick "tho chief seat of the 
fishing induatiy in Ottnada." If our cou- 
toinporary iniagiuud wo meant that soinos 
wore set out in St. .John harbor and 
that lishing boats sailed out of 
Lower Cove to make a big catch 
in those busy wal,orfl ho was (piite astray. 
Tho great ships with wiiich that beautiful 
harbor is dot ted would frighten away the 



tinny tribo did they make thoir appear- 
aneo, while the fog horn's raucous notes 
woui.l bid them even as loud-mouthed an 
ndieu as any which might cniaii.ite 
from thu 'limns office. Our con- I 
temporary waiifs to kii.iv if thote 
aro no New Brunswii kors aroui.d / 
Yes, one of the most iiitulligunt in this 
city, a St. John man burn and bred, liaj)- 
Iioned into our sanctum Inst evening and 
was shown thu Times' article. If our con- 
temporary had heard tho l iughtor which 
iiiHuuied that gentleman and the 
not voiy coniplimentary romaiks 
which ai'coini allied the outburst, 
lie would not allow himself to 
becomo a subject of ridicule to those 
maritime province pooj)?e who aie c(ui 
vursant with the facts. But how true i.s 
tho adage, "Fools rush in whore angels 
fear to trend !"

the proapcctivo cmploynuHit of tlio vessel 
and what his wages would bo under that 
prospective employment. I mention these 
facts, Mr. Speaker, to show that not only 
has he lost the cost of the vo-saol's equip- 
nient, her oullil, liur apparel and provi- 
sions, amuiiitidu and small arta,4, and the 
kit, and everything belonging to the men 
on board the ve-ssei, but the ship master 
and the mace lose, in addition to what they 
had, ou board and .tlteir wages and their 
interest in tho season's catch, the i)r(japec- 
tiVe omployniont of tho vessel during the 
winter month.s.

The distance from Victoria to Cape Flat- 
tery is 63 miles; from Capo Flattery to 
(,)ueen (.'harlotto Island, 100 miles; from 
(iueen Chai'lotte Island to the entrance 
of Behring's Soa, 1,100; iiialiing a 
total of ' 1, ,")(;;; miles from, " wo 
will say, Victoria harbor In tho 
entrance of Behring's Sea. Some of these 
vessels were warned outside tlie group of 
islands known as the Aleutian Islands, 
not to go into till! Behring's .Sua, and if I 
am not great ly in ermr, one vessel hatl 
her skins t.'iken from onboard outside the 
.'Meutian Islaud.s, .-ind not within the Bull- 
ring's .Soa at .'dl. Now, it will bo inter- 
esting to this house to know that previous 
to these vessels going into tho Behring's 
.Sea, thoy made what is called their pre- 
liminary trip, down south in the direction 
of San Francisco, 070 miles, to the south 
of Vancouver Island. They go down as 
far as Cape Mendocino, then they work 
up on the nnrthwesL coast towards ^'an- 
couver Island, then strike acr(j.ss to Queen 
Charlotte Island, and then on the north- 
west coast to the entrance of Itehriiig'a 
.Sea. Several vessels have made large 
catches without going into Behring's Sea 
at all. When these vessels got into Behr- 
ing's Sea, it ivas impossible for the rev- 
enue cruisers to diseriminate between 
what skins were actually taken south of 
the Aleutiiui Islands, and what skins 
were the result of the kill in Behring's 
Soa, and all the akiua on board the vessels 
at the time' wore seized. Now, there is 
another little matter which will bo inter- 
teresting to memljors of this house, while 
on the subject, and that is the distance 
from point to ])oint and place to place in 
and about Behring's .Sea. Now, from 
(Junalaska Island to the soutliea.st point 
of St. George's Island, is 182 miles; from 
tjie northwest point of St. George's 
Tslaiid to the south point of St. Paul's Is- 
land, 30 miles; north point of St. Paul's 
Island to s(putli-east point of St. ^hlt- 
thew's Island, 107 miles; north-east point 
uf St. Matthew's Island to south-west 
point of St. Lawrence Island, 178 miles, 
from St. Lawrouco Island and CapoPriuce 
of Wales Island, in Alaska territory, 140 
inilos; totil distance a vessel would pro 
bably make it, from the island known as 
Oimalaska to the liehring's Straits (cn- 
traiico of the Arctic (k'ean)tliati3, entrance 
of Behring's Soa to entrance of Behring's 
Straits is 733 miles.

CORONER'S INQUEST 

On the Body of the Late W. S. Hall -Verdict of 
Accidental Drowning. 

Dr. Win. Jackson, Coroner, held an in- 
quest yeatorday morning on the body of 
the late William Samuel Hall, who was 
drowned in Viet<H'ia Arm on Monday 
evening last. 

The following jury wore oiiipanellod : 
Michael ^■oUllg, (foreman), C. Giossel- 
man. .1. fullerlon, (leo. Dougherty and 
C. Croasiiian. 

The jury, having viewed the body at 
the undertaking rooms of Air. Thos. 
Storey, adjonrnod to an anti-room where 
tho evidence wa.s t.ikoii. The corpse pre- 
sented a shocking appearance, tho head 
and face being cut and hruiaed from con- 
tact with tho rocks, and there were loveral 
ugly wom.ils in tho neck, auppoaod to be 
caused by the gia|)pling hooks used in 
dragging fur tho bocly. 

Tho lirst witness sworn was Chas. 
Harvey, one of the men who was in tho 
boat at the time of the accident, who 
deposed ; About 6 o'clock last Monday 
evening wo loft Marshall's hotel near tho 
Gorge to row towards homo; Hall was 
rowing, and bo aaid he would pull 
through the Gorge ; the tide was 
runniii!.' up and we floated through 
the rilllea easily ; when we turned 
to pull buck again, the tide was running 
so strong that we wore unable to get 
through .it the first attoiupt; in tho second 
attempt the l)(*at grounded on a rock; 
Hall juniped out, the water being up to 
his knooa; West, the other man in tho 
boat, shiiiiled "l.oolc out, .Sam, you'll get 
wet"; tile boat tlusn tilted and fillod, and 
in the coid'iision I did not notice Hall dis- 
ap|)Oiir, as 1 was liol|)iiig to gel the woman 
ashore; Mr. Pagdoii came to our assistance, 
and with his aid tho girl audi got out, 
the boat drifting away up tho stream. Mr. 
Pagdeii asked where the other man was, 
meaning Hall; I said I didn't know; soon 
after w(! .saw liiiii about 100 yards up 
the stream lloating in the water; W. Mar- 
sli.ill, who was there, uiidrosaed with lihe 
iiiliMiiioii of jiiiiipiiig in to .save him, but 
was rest rained from doing so as it was 
considered im possible; there had boon no 
qiiarn;ling in tho boat that 1 hoard. 

To juiyiiian — There was no boat at the 
landing, or we wonid have got it to g(j to 
the re.sciie: wlioii we saw Hall in the water 
ho was about gone; ho had ceased to strug- 
gle; we were all more or less drunk and 
had been drinking when wo started from 
Yictoria. 

Tho next witness sworn was tho woman 
Mabel lliclisoii, who was much agitated 
.■'.lid seeiiieil not to have yet recovered 
fnmi the shock occ.asi'iiied by the accident. 
.She .said: .\s Soon as the boat grounded 
Hall jiiiiipeil out; he tried to pull me out, 
too, but I hung on to Uarvey; 1 don't 
know who saved ns; but when they got 
mo luit of the water they turned round to 
look for Hall; wo could seo him up the 
stream ;md Marshall wanted to jump in 
to save liiiii, but his wife wouldn't let him 
as it was certain death; it woiibl have boon 
death for iiie, I know, if 1 had not boon 
pulled out; (with a shudder) oh, 1 felt so 
bad. ('rurniiig to the coroner), she asked 
aiiprelicusively; "I won't have to look at 
the body, will 1 ?" 

Coroner — Well, 1 think for tho purpose 
of identification, it may bo nocessary. 

Witness, in a territiod tone — Oh, please 
don't ;iak me. I couldn't I I couldn't I It 
would kill me. 

The previous witness, Harvey, here con- 
sented to look nt the body, and having 
identified it as tho body of Hall, the wit- 
ness, Mabol Dickson, roaumed : I only 
saw Hall once or twice before the acci- 
dent ; on titat aftornoon ho came to my 
house and asked iiie to go for ;i boat-rido; 
1 Consented and wo all wont; 1 was sober; 
I ifon't drink whiskey unless with plenty 
of water; 1 s.iw the boys had been dx'ink- 
iiig; 1 told Hall he would drown us if ho 
attempted to pull through the rapids; he 
.said ho didn't care, he would drown us 
all. (With another shudder at thought of 
tho accident) 111, I feel so bad; 1 won't 
go boat-riding over again; 1 believe Hall 
grouniled the boat on purpose; when the 
boat filled 1 sang out "'I'm drowning;" 
Hall wantod to drag me uito the current, 
but I clung to the boat and my fingers 
aro sore yot, from hanging on to the boat. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Marshall said that after

This concluded the evidence, and the 
jury after a brief consulUation returned a 
verdict of "accidental drowning."
